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In  October  19^5,  the  Hatloned  Government  of  the  Republic  cSr  China 
presented  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  a  pro- 
posal for  technical  collahoration  in  agriculture  and  forestry. 
Following  suhsequent  discussions  of  that  proposal,  the  tvo  Govern- 
ments agreed  to  create  a  Joint  China-United  States  Agricultural 
Mission  to  outline  a  "broad  and  comprehensive  program  for  agricul- 
tural development  in  China  and  to  suggest  the  type  and  form  of 
puhlic  services  necessary  for  its  implementation.  It  was  further 
agreed  that  this  Mission  vould  give  special  attention  to  certain 
agricultural  commodities  which  for  many  years  had  been  important 
items  in  trade  "between  the  two  countries. 

The  Government  of  the  IMlted  States  of  America  selected  ten  aen 
qualified  in  various  phases  of  agriculttiral  development,  and  the 
Government  of  China  named  thirteen  similar  specialists  to  comprise 
the  Mission.  In  addition,  other  specialists,  hoth  Chinese  and  Amer- 
ican, assisted  the  Mission  in  various  capacities.  Dr.  P.  W.  Tsou, 
Senior  Advisor  to  the  Ministry  of  Agrlcult\are  and  Forestry  and  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  was  Chief  of  the  Chinese  Section  of  the  MlBsion, 
and  Dean  Claude  Burton  Hutchison  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  .and 
Vice-President  of  the  IMlverslty  of  California,  vas  Chief  of  the 
American  Section. 

The  Mission  "began  its  work  on  June  27,  19^6,  with  a  series  of  con- 
ferences In  Shanghai  and  Nanking  with  officers  of  the  Government, 
agricultural  specialists,  educators,  "business  men,  "bankers,  and 
others  well  Informed  on  Chinese  agricxature,  its  present  day  problems, 
and  its  relatioi  to  the  whole  economy  of  the  nation. 

» 
Eleven  weeks  were  spent  in  travel  to  make  a  first-hand  study  of  agri- 
cultural conditions  and  prohlems  and  to  reach  agreement  en  various 
matters  which  have  entered  into  this  report.  Studies  were  made  of: 
(1)  agricultural  education,  research,  and  extension  facilities  and 
procedures;  (2)  the  production,  processing,  and  marketing  of  agri- 
cultural productsi  and  (5)  the  economic  and  technical  problems  asso- 
ciated with  rural  life  and  with  the  use  of  land  and  water  resources 
for  agrlcultixral  production. 

In  its  travels,  the  Mission  divided  into  six  groups  on  the  "basis  of 
probl5-i3  aad  special  commodities  to  "be  studied.  One  group  devoted 
its  attention  to  problems  and  procedures  associated  with  education.
